CHICAGO, July 12.—Col. W. P. Rend, 
he millionaire Chicago coal operator, 
las returned from 
Pittsburg, where, 


during the pisl week he has been in 
onferencc with other coal mine opera- 
ors and with the officials o' miners' 
>rganizations relative to a settlement 
.f the strike. Mr. Rend says there is 
o telling- right now whether the strike 
vill last. 
Whether it will spread to 


ther labor he cannot say, for a strike, 
ike a conflagration, sometimes spreads 
o everything 
within reach, 
bu't he 


iO-pes for an early and peaceful settle 
lent by arbitration. 
Of a coal famine Mr. Rend has no im 


mediate fear. He says that in anticipa 
Ion of the present strike, many oper- 
uto-rs had stored .laige quantities o: 
oal, and these operators, from selfish 
natives are not in a particular moor 
o have this strike settled. They hope 
o reap a ripe harvest by the advance 


pi ices. 
Mr. Rend discussed the strike situa- 


tion at length, and continuing:, said: 


"The strike has grown in size from 


day to day until now It has assumec 
vast proportions 
I expect that within 


the next ten days it will have reachei 
the full 
maturity 
and 
its greatest 


strength. Unless speedily settled it 
threatens to be one of the most for- 
midable conflicts between capitc.1 and 
labor in the entire indusfriaJ history 
of the counfy. The mining regions of 
seven coal producing Staites are now 
more or less involved in this stiugKle. 
Fully 125,000 men have withdrawn their 
!a.bor from the production of coal, and 
there Is a prospect that next week will 
witness a still further increase in the 
size of this already large army of strik- 
ing workmen.

Adam's -wharves. 


The cargo of fresh fruit, only shipped 
at the rancfh landings last night arriv- 
ed at sunrise by the steamer Duxberry. 
The news that produce was to be land- 
ed at the wharves was made Icnown 
last -week and there was a rus>h of 
dealers and wagons as soon as the first 
tooxes -were placed on the wharf. 


There Is no doubt as to the success 


of the new move and before long, it Is 
almost certain tlhat all of Oakland's 
commission busmers will be done in 
•the proper location for such business— 
on the water front. The locality 19 ac- 
tually nearer to the majority of re- 


' tail dealers whose stalls are south of 


Seventh street. 


THE WHARF IS HANDY. 


The position of the wharf where the 


conrmlsBion men have located is almost 
at <*e west end of the Ad»ms' bulk- 
head and several Mocks nearer the foot 
of Broadway than the Adams' coal 
bunkers. It is easy of aeess, for care 
has .been -taken to have all the roads 
jiut In flrr.t-class sliape and teaming is 
»n easy mutter. In fact the roads to 
and from the wharves are newly made 
and set an >x<tm.ple to the -whole city. 


The immense -wen-ventilated ware- 


house will be completed in a couple of 
days. Fully flfty mien were at work 
today on the building and large piles 
of lumber are'- already 
on the wharf 


ready to erect others as fast as the 
commission men move down there. 


BUSIEST SCENE IN THE CITY. 
The fine airy sheds present a strong 


contrast to the dark, stuffy places up 
town. With commission men, dealers, 
carpenters, wagons) and a snorting 
steamer at the wharf the estuary above 
the bridges presented a scene that xised 
to be common to San Francisco, but 
which is now a, most unmistakeable 
sign that Greater Oakland is Indeed 
growing greater. 


There were no prehmiaries and no 


demonstration over the Important fact 
that a new era had been inaugurated, 
but business went ahead 
as though 


*ruit shipments had been made to the 
wharves lor years. It took but Lttle 
over an hour to unload the Duxberry, 
and as soon as the last box was on the 
wharf the whistle blew and away the 
steamer went for another cargo. 


The fruit was the freshest ever seen 


In this city. It did not need so much 
boxing up as It did not "have to be 
handled half a dozen times as former- 
ly. This, of course, helped its appear- 
ance. It did not so to San Francisco, 
was not thrown on a wharf there, car- 
ried to a commission house, handled 
again, then sampled and again taken to 
the ferry boat and brought over here 
with all flhe necessary handling and 
jolting. 


FKUIT FRESH AND CLEAN. 


AH this was avoided and instead oJ 


bruised, dusty fruit, the peaches and 
apricots and pears and plums still had 
upon them the bloom that they have on 
the trees. The beautiful fruit was 
Dimply lifted from the ranch landings 
onto the steamer and from the steam- 
er into the dealer's wagons at the 
wharves. There was no dust from a 
busy street to Wow upon the ttoxes and 
among the fruit, for the wharves are 
all clean and there 3s no dust or dirt 
anywhere In sight. 


Mr. Hunt, one of the promoters of the 


new enterprise, was more than surpris- 
ed at the manner In Wfr'eh the dee.lers 
came to the wharf 
for their 
fruit. 


"There was a. crowd of wagons here j 
first thing," he baid this morning, "and 
the fiuit went just as fast as the men 
could handle it. "By 10 o'clock there was 
not more than three tons left out of 
over fifty. This is certainly the proper 
method and plan to handle fruit. 


SUCCESS ALREADY ASSURED. 
There is no longer any doubt as to the 


success of the plan. It will not be long 
now 'before all the commission business 
is done down here. It needed some one 
to make a start and now that it is seen 
that the dealers prefer .the water front 
to the narrow streets with electric caru 
on them, we shall soon have a long 
row of commission houses on the wharf.

Bui few have per- 
ceived that the great object of every le- 
gitimate business is n'.'t gain but serv- 
ice. There ought to be f:ain of course, 
that the business man may live by hiK 
business 
precisely as the man who 
preaches the Gospel should live by the 
Gospel; but tho merchant or manufac- 
turer whose object is gain rather than 
service is as unworthy of his calling as 
is the minister whore,object is gain In- 
stead of service. 
"In like manner men select a trade

but gain, they are naturally brought' 
into conflict.
